Mr. President, and Membori of tho 

Ohio Constitutional Convention: 

I am profoundly eenslble of the 
-konor you have done me in asking 
no to addrosB you. You are engaRed 
In the fundamental work of self gov- 
•mment; you are engaged in framing 
a constitution under and In arrord- 
•iice with which the people are to get 
•nd to do Justice and absolutely to 
rul« themselves. No representative 
l)ody can have a hlg^or task. To 
carry It through Bucicgsfully th^'re is 
need to combine practical common 
aense of most hard-headed kird with 
a tipirit of lofty Idealism. Without 
IdcallKni your work will he but a sor- 
did makeshift; and without the hurd- 
headfd common pensc the idealism 
>Till ba cither wasted or worse than 
wasted. 

I shall not try to speak to you of 
matters of detail. I cannot touch 
upon them all; the s\ib]ect Is too vast 
and the time too limited; If any one 
of you cares to know my views of 
these matters which I do not today 
ilscuas, I will gladly send him a 
copy of the speeclies I made In 1910, 
which I think cover most of the 
(round. 

I believe In pure democracy. With 
Lincoln, I hold that "this country, 
•with its institutions, belongs to the 
people who Inhabit It. Whenever they 
shall grow weary of the existing 
government, they can exercise their 
constitutional right of amending It." 
"We progressives believe that the peo- 
ple have the right, the power, and the 
duty to protect themselves and their 
own welfare; that human rights are 
supreme over all other rights; that 
■wealth should be the servant, not the 
master, of the people. We believe 
that unless representative govern- 
ment does absolutely represent the 
people it is not representative govern- 
ment at all. We test the worth of 
all men and all measures by asking 
how they contribute to the welfare 
of the men, women and children of 
whom this nation Is composed. We 
are engaged In one of the great bat- 
tles of the age-long contest waged 
acalnst privilege on behalf of the 
common welfare. We hold it a prime 
duty of tho people to free our gov- 
ernment from the control of money 
tn politic*. For this purpose we ad- 
vocate, not as end* in themselves, but 
as weapons In the hands of the peo- 
ple, all governmental devices which 
will make the representatives of the 
people more easily and certainly re- 
sponsible to the people's will. . , . 
Constitution snd the People. 

I am emphatically a believer In 
constitutionalism, and because of this 
fact I no less emphatically protest 
•gainst any theory that would make 
of the Constltgtlon a means of thwart- 
in( Instead of securing the absolute 
right of the people to rule thet^selvea 
and to provide for their own social 
and induKtrial well-being. All consti- 
tutions, those of the states no less 
than that of the nation, are designed, 
iuid niuHt b« Interpreted and admin- 
istered, s» as to Ht human rights. 
Lincoln so interpreted and adminis- 
tered the national Constitution. Hu- 
chanan attempted to reverse, attempt- 
ed to fit human rights to, and limit 
them by, the (Constitution. It was 
Bucliiuian wtu> treated the courts as u 
fetlbh. who protested against and con- 
demned all criticism uf the Judges 
for unjust and unrighteous derisions, 
and upheld the Constitution as an In- 
•truiut-nt fur ttm prol<-oli()u of priv- 
ilege and of vested wrung It Wiis 
Lincoln who appealed to the pc<ipl» 
against the Judges whi n the jinlKes 
went wrong, who advocated and »c 
cured what was practically tlie i< i :ill 
of the Dred Scott declhion. and w Ik» 
treated the Coiibtltutlun us a living 
forc« for rlghlcoiihtiess We stand 
for applying ih« Couiitltutlon to the 
Issue* of toduy as I.iniuin tpplttd It 
to the iisbues of his day. . . . 
Duty of Public Servants. 

"I hold It to be the duty of every 
public servant, and of every man who 
la public or In private life holds a 
position of leadership In thought or 
«ctloo, to endeavor boui-slly and fear- 
lessly to guide his lellow-country- 
tDMi to right decUlons; but I emiihat- 
toally dissent Iroiu the view that it is

The average bus- 
iness man of this type is, as a rule, a 
leading citizen of his community, fore- 
most In everything that tells for Its 
betterment, a man whom his neighbors 
look up to and respect; he is In no 
sense dangerous to bis community. 
Just because he Is an Integral part of 
his community, bone of Its bone and 
flesh of Its flesh. His life flbers are 
Intertwined with the life libera ot his 
fellow citizens. Yet nowadays many 
men of this kind, when they eome to 
make necesaary trade agreements 
with one another, find themselves ia 
danger of becoming unwitting trans- 
gressors of the law, and are at a loss 
to know what the law forbids and 
what It permits. This is all wrong. 
There should be a flxed governmeAtai 
policy, a policy which shall clearly de- 
fine and punish wrong-doing, and shall 
give in advance full Information to any 
man aa to Just what ho eaa aad luat 
what ha aaaaol lapT' 

do. 

Control of "Big 
So much for the small busiaess aian 
and the middle-slaed business maa. 
.Now for big business. It is impersr 
tlve to exercise over big business a 
control and supervision which is ua- 
ueceasary as regards small business. 
All business must be conducted under 
the law, and all business men, big or 
little, must act Justly. But a wicked 
big interest is necessarily more dan- 
gerous to the community than a 
wicked little interest "Big business" 
in the past has been reeponslble for 
much of the special privilege which 
must be unsparingly cut out of our 
national life. 1 do not believe in mak- 
ing mere size ot and by Itself crimin- 
al. The mere fact of size, however, 
does untiuestionably carry the po- 
teniiullty i;f such grave wrong-doing 
tliui there should be by law provision 
made for the strict supervision and 
regulation of these great Industrial 
coucerus doing an inier-slate buaiaess. 
much as we now regulate the traa^ 
purtatluu ugencies which are engaged 
In luter-siuie buiiiuegs. The antl-trust 
law dot* good in bo far as it can be 
invoked against combination* which 
rt.-uliy are monopolie* or which restrict 
production ur which artlflctally raise 
prices. Hut in so far as its workings 
are uncertain, or as It threatens cor- 
porations which have been guilty of 
antisocial conduct. It does harm. 
Moreover, It cuuuut by itself accom-

governmental regulation of Mg mnt- 
ness which Is needed. The nation and 
the ststes must co-operate tn this mat- 
ter. Among the states that have en 
tered this field Wisconsin has taken a 
leading place, following Senator I.n 
FV>llette, a number of practical work- 
ers and thinkers In Wisconsin have 
turned that state Into an experiment- 
al laboratory of wise governmental ac- 
tion In aid of social an<l Industrial jus- 
tice. They have Initiated the kind of 
progressive government which me.tns 
not merely the preservation of true 
democracy, but the extension of the 
principle of true democracy Into in 
duKtrlalIsm a.s well as into polltli-s. 
One prime reason why the state ha« 
been so successful in this i)olicy lli's 
In the fact that it has <Ione Jus! Ice tn 
corporations precisely as It lias <x 
acted Justice from Ihem. . . N' lt 
only as a matter of Justice, but In o .r 
own Interest, we should scrupulously 
respect the rights of honest and ilc 
cent business and should encourage it 
where Its activities make, as they 
often do mako, for the common gooi!. 
It is for the advantage of all of us 
when business prospers. Our demand 
Is that big business give the people a 
square deal and that the people give 
a square deal to any man engaged In 
big business who honestly endeavors 
to do what Is right and proper. 

On the other hand, any corporation, 
big or little, which has gained its po- 
sition by unfair methiNis and by in- 
terference with the rights of ofh< rs, 
which has raised prices or llmltoil 
output In Improper fashion and heon 
guilty i.t' demoralizing and corrupt 
practices, should not only be broken 
up, but it should be made the busi- 
ness of some competent governmental 
body by constant supervision to see 
that It does not como together again, 
save under such strict control as to 
Insure the community against all dan- 
ger of a repetition of the bad conduct. 
The chief trouble with big business 
hag arisen from the fact that big 
business has so often refused to abide 
by the principle of tlie square deal; 
the opposition which I personally 
have eacountered from big business 
has ia every case arisen not because 
I did not gtvo a ataaro deal hitt be- 
cause I did. 

Proper Governmental Control. 

All business into which the element 
of monopoly In any way or degree en- 
ters, and where it proves in praclti'o 
impossible totally to eliminate this ele- 
ment of monopoly, should be carefuIW 
supervised, regulated and controll> d 
by governmental authority; and sui h 
control should be txerclst d by admin- 
istrative, rarlier than by judicial, olli- 
cers. No effort shouM be made to de- 
stroy a big cori)oration merely be- 
cause it is big, merely because It has 
shown ilbelf a peculiarly efflcleiii 
business instrument. But we should 
not fear, if neces.sary, to bring tiie 
regulation of big corporations to tin; 
I'oint of controlling conditions bo that 
the wage-worker shall have a wage 
more than sufficient tp cover the bare 
cost of living, and hours of labor not 
so excessive as to wreck his strength 
by the strain of unending toll and 
leave him unfit to do his duty as a 
good citizen of the community. Where 
regulation by competition (which is, 
of course, preferable) provea insnfll- 
dent, we should not shrink from 
bringing governmental regulation to 
the point of control of monopoly prlcea 
If it should ever become necessary to 
do so. Just as In exceptional cases 
railway rates are now regulated. . . . 

We grudge no man a fortune which 
represents his own power aad sagaolty 
exerciaed with entire regard to the 
welfare ot hia tellowa. Wo have only 
pralao for tho bnalaoaa asaa whose 
business s o cess a oobmo as aa inci- 
dent to doing good work for hia fel- 
lows. Bat wo ahooM ao ahapo eoadi- 
tloaa that a lertaao ahaU ho obtaiaed 
only la hoaoraMo tBohioa, ia saoh 
fashloa that Ito gaialag represoatt 
boaeflt to the community. 

In a word, then, our tandamental 
purpose must be to sectiro 
equality of opportunity. No 
sbottld reoeive a dollar aaloaa that dol- 
lar haa beoa fairly earaod. Bvery dol- 
lar rooolvod ahoald roproooat a dol> 
lar's worth of aorvleo r w d e r ad. No 
wateriag of stooka ahoald ha permit- 
ted; aad It oaa ha prrraatod only by 
cioao govaraaaatal aBparrtaloa at aU 
stoek laaaaa. ao ao to provoat oto» 
capttoUaatkm. . 

Wo ataad for the rights of property, 
hBl WO Bktod even mero tor the righu 
of maa. Wo wtu protoot tko righu ot 
the wealthy aua, hot wo malntala 
that he holda hia wealth aubjeet to tho 
general right ot tho eoaununlty to 
regulato iU baateeaa oao aa the public 
woltaro reqakroa. 

We alao malatata that tho nation 
aad tho soToral statas havo the right 
to rsgolato tho tanM aad aoadittoaa 
of labor, which la tho ohM olomsat ot 
wealth, directly, la tha h rt a w at ot the 
coauBoa good. Toa, tratosra ot this 
coastltatloa. bo carafBI la to frame it 
that under It tha pSBgla aiMll leave 
theawolvoB troo to da wkatooir is 
neosaoary la ordar to halp tha farmers 
ot tho atoto to gat far thatoaalvsa and 
their wlvoa aad skUdraa aat oaly the 
beoeiU of better IumIbb hot also 
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ment pretend to work out In detail the 
methods of achieving yoor purposes. 
I/et me at the outset urge upon you to 
remember that, wblle machinery Is 
ImiKirtant, it Is easy to overestimate 
Its Importance; and, moreover, that 
each community has the absolute right 
to determine for itself what that ma- 
chinery shall be, subject only to the 
fundamental law of the nation as ex- 
pressed in the Constitution of the I'nl- 
ted States. , . . In the first place, I 
believe In the short ballot. You can- 
not get good service from the public 
servant If yon cannot see him, and 
tlieie Is no more effi cllve way of hid- 
ing him llian by mixing him up with a 
multitude (if oflii rs so that they .are 
none of them lin|>ortant enough to 
catch the eye of the average, worka- 
day citizen. The professional polltl- 
clnn and the prufesslonal lobbyist 
thrive most rnnkly under a system 
which provides a multitude Ol elec- 
tive officers, of such divided reapOBSl- 
billly anil of such obscurity that the 
public know s, and can know, but little 
as to their duties and the way they 
perform them. The people have noth- 
ing whatever to fear from giving any 
public servant power so long as they 
retain their own power to hold him 
accountable for his use of the power 
thoy have delegated to him. 

I believe In providing for direct nom- 
inations by the people. Including there- 
in direct preferential primaries for the 
election of delegates to tfeO BBttaaal 
nominating conventions. 

1 believe In tho election of Cnittd 
States senators by direct vote. Just 
as actual experience convince .1 our 
people that presidents should be 
elected (as they now are in practice, 
although not In theory) by direct vote 
of the poople instead of by direct vote 
through an untrammeled electoral col- 
lege. 90 actual cxi)erlence has con- 
vinced us that senators should be 
elected by direct vote of the people 
instead of indirectly through the vari- 
ous legislatures. 

I believe In the initiative and the 
referendum, which should be used not 
to destroy representative government, 
but to correct it whenever It becomes 
mlsrepresentalive. Here again 1 am 
concerned not «ith tlumries but with 
actual facts. If in any state the peo- 
I)le are themselves fiitlslied with their 
present representative system, then 
li is of course their rlKht to keep that 
system unehanged: and It is nobody's 
business but theirs. Hut in actual 
practice It has been found In very 
many states that legislative bodii s 
have not been responsive to the popu- 
lar will. Therefore 1 b« lieve that the 
state should provide for the possibility 
of direct popular a< tion in order to 
make good such legislative (allure, 
wieeeiiem wemeo rwvwm^ 
la a reoeat a p eee h Qoooraor McGov- 
era ot Wlaooaato haa doaeribed the 
plan which haa been there adopted. 
Under this plan the effort to obtain 
the law la ftrat to be made through 
tho leglakitare, the bill being pushed 
as tar aa it will go; so that the details 
of the proposed measure may be 
threshed over ia actual legislative de- 
bate. This gives opportunity to per- 
fect It liv torm aad Invites public 
scratlay. Thoa. It tho Mglsteture falls 
to enact it, it caa be enacted by the 
people on their own Initiative, taken 
at least four months before election. 
Moreover, where possible, the question 
actually to be voted on by the people 
ahould be made aa simply as possible. 
In short, 1 believe that the initiative 
and referendum ahoald be need not aa 
aabatltutcs for representative govern- 
■oat. bat as methods of making such 
government really representative. 
Olve the legislature an entirely free 
hand; and then provide by the Initia- 
tive and reterendnm that the people 
shall have power to lovorao or aap- 
piement the work 
ahoald It ever 

Aa to tha noBn, I da aal koUovo 
that there to aay great 
It aa vataida aksrttsn 
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There raamiaa tho gaaotlBa of tho 
lecall ot Judgea. Oao of tho aUaat 
Jarlato to tho Ualtod Btatoa. a votoraa 
in aervlce to the people, recently wrote 

me as follows on this subject: 

"There are two causes of the agi- 
tation for the recall as applied to 
Judges. First, the administration of 
Justice ties withdrawn from life and 
become artificial and technical. The 
recall Is not so much a recall of judges 
from offlce as It Is a recall of the ad- 
ministration of justice back to life, so 
that It shall become, as It ought to 
be, the most efficient of all agenciee 
for making this earth a better place to 
live In. Judges have set their rules 
above life. Like the I'hartsees of old, 
they said, 'The people be accursed, 
they know not the law' (that Is our 
'rule). C^ourts have repeatedly defeat- 
ed the aroused moral sentiment of a 
whole commonwealth. Take the ex- 
ample of the 8t. Liouls boodlers. Their 
guilt was plain, and in the main con- 
fessed. The whole state was aroused 
and outraged. By an instinct that 
goes to the very foundation of all so- 
cial order they demanded that the 
guilty be punished. The boodlers 
were convicted, but the supreme court 
of Missouri, never questioning their 
guilt, set their conviction aside upon 
purely technical grounds. The same 
thing occurred In California. It la to 
recall the administration ot Justice 
back from such pracilcee 
oaat agltot i oa haa artaoa. 



"Second, by the abase of the power 
to declare laws unconstitutional tho 
courts have become a lawmaking, In- 
steed of a law-enforcing, agency. 
Here again the settled will of so- 
fclety to correct confessed evils has 
been set at naught by those who 
place metaphysics above llta. It Is 
the courts, mit the constitutions, that 
are at fault. It Is only by the process 
which James Russell Lowell, when 
answering the critics of Lincoln, 
called 'pettifogging the constitution, 
that constitutions which were de- 
signed to protect society can thus l>e 
made to defeat the common good. 
Here again the recall Is a recall ot 
the administration of justice Iwck 
from academical rsflnemenu to aocial 
service." 

There la .cao Mad of rseall ta 
which I vary earnestly bollevo. and 
the Imnedtato adoptkm of wklok I 
urge. There are aound roaaoaa tor 
being eanttova about the rocall of a 
good judge who has renderad aa aa- 
wise and improper deciskiB. Every 
pubUa sarvaat ao aattor how valoa- 
ble, aad aot oodttlag Waahlagtea or 
Lincoln or Marshall, at tlHM* fltohoa 
mistakes. Therefore wo ahoaM ha 
cautious atMut reoalltaB tha 
and we ahould be caoUooB 
terfering In any way with tho Jadgo la 
decisions which ho makes to the ordi- 
nary Gourae as lietweoa iadlTMaala. 
Rut when a Judge decMoo a aoaatito- 
tlonal queatioa. whOB ho docMao what 
the people as a whoto oaa or eaaaot 
do. the people ahoald feato tho right 
to recall that dedatoa it they thiah It 
wrong. We shooM hold tho Jadictary 
In all respect: bat it to both absard 
and degrading to oiaho a iollah of a 
Judge or of any oao Oloo. 

Uncola actaaliy appUod ta aoo- 
cessfal fashion the principle of the 
recan ta tho Dred Bcott eaao. Ho do- 
noaaeed tho Buprome eoort for that 
inlqnitoao dedokia ta laagaage mnch 
stronger thaa I havo over aaed la 
criUclsing aay eoort. aad appealed to 
the peopto to roeaB tho doeiatoa— tho 
word "recaU" ta thia coaao o ttea waa 
not thea^Jnowa. bat tho phnao ea- 
Bctly daacrlbea what he advocated. 
He waa aaeoaaotal. the peopto took hia 
view. aa4 the ddctoloa waa practical- 
ly foeallad. It became a dead letter 
withoat tho Bood of aay ooastltattonal 
amendment. ' 

The Law and the State. 

Vniler our fi-deriil svsten tl'e rem- 
edy for a wrei\g sm li as .Miraliam 
Lincoln desirilied Is <litllcMlt. liut 
the remedy Is net difficult In a state. 
What the Supreme court of the n.i- 
tlon decides to be law binds bi>tli the 
na'lonal and tb" st:Ue courts and all 
the people within ilie boundaries of 
the nation. Itut the ileclslon of a 
state coiirt on a lonslitutionnl (|ues 
tlon should i>e siibjt rt to revision by 
the iieople i.f the state. .\t;aln ami 
again In ti e past Justice has tun n 
scandalously obstructed by state 
courts dediiring stale laws in con- 
flict with the Federal Constitution, 
although the Supreme court of the na- 
tion bad even decided in a contrary 
sense. When the supreme court of 
the state declares a given statute un- 
constitutional because In conflict with 
the state or tlio National Constitution, 
Its opinion should be subject to re- 
vision by the people themselvea 
Such an opinion ought always to be 
treated with great respect by the peo- 
ple, and unquestionably in the major- 
ity of cases would be accepted and 
followed by thent Bat actaal ex- 
perience has shown tho vital aeed of 
the people reserving to theiBoelves 
tho right to pass apoa sack oplaton. 
If it is soatataed wen aad good. If 
not then the popalar vordlot la to be

In Its essence 
K waa reversed by the decUlon ot 
state courto ia states like Wsshlngtoa 
and Iowa, and by tho Bapronto eoofi 
of the natica ta a eaao hot a 
weeha oM. 

According to oao ot tho 
judgee then aad bow oa tho 
court ot the aatloa. wo had Uved tar a 
hundred yean oader a OoaatltaUoa 
which permitted a aattonal toeeaa 
tai. uatil aaddealy by oao vote tho 
Supreme eoort roveraed Ito provloao 
decisions for a coatary. aad aald that 
for a century wo had beoa Uvtat aador 
a wrong laterpretatloa of the Ooaatita> 
tlon (that la. oader a wroag O aaa IHa 
tloa). aad thoroCaro ta oflOet oota^ 
liohed a BOW Ooaat ltati oa whioh wa 
are aow lahortooaly trylag to a a aad 
so aa to get It bask to tko Ooaotit» 
tloa tkatlte a koadrod yeara ovoir 
body, lacluding tko Buproao eoort. 
tkottgkt It to b» Whoa I waa proal' 
dent we paaaod a Natioaal WorhaMa'a 
Comp o a a at l oa aet Vador It a rail- 
way Buui named Howard. I think, waa 
killed ta TeaaaaBao. aad bis widow 
sued tor daaagaa. Congress had 
dooo all It could to provide the right 
bat the court atepped ia and decreed 
that coagress had tailed. Throe of tho 
judgee took the oitreme pool^ tkat 
there waa no way in which congress 
could secura the helpless widow aad 
chlldroa agatost suffering, and that 
the maa'a Mood and the blood ot all 
similar aaa whoa aplUed should for; 
ever cry atoad ta vata* for juatloe.i 
This seems a strong statement, but 
it ia far less strong than the actual 
facte: and I have difficulty In making 
tho statement with any degree of 
modlBcatlon. The nine justioes ot th 
Supreme court on this queotloa apttt 
Into live fragmente. One man, ex- 
Justlce Moody, In his opinion stated 
the case in Ite broadest way and de- 
BHUided justice for Howard, on 
grounds that would have meant that 
In all similar cases thereafter justice 
and not injustice should l>e done. Yet 
the court, by a majority of one. d» 
elded as I do not for one moment b» 
lleve the court would now decide, aad 
not only perpetuated a lamentable In- 
justice In the case of the man himself, 
but set a standard of Injustice for all 
similar cases. Here sgaln 1 ask you 
not to think of the mere legal formal* 
lam, but to think of the great im- 
mutable principles of justice, the 
great immutable principles of right 
snd wrong, and to ponder what it 
meana to men dependent for their live- 
lihood, and to the women and chil- 
dren dependent upon these men, when
